Brindley had placed Hazel, effected 
the reunion of mother and daughter 
Saturday. A message was received at 
the home which said that if Hazel 
would come to one of the downtown 
stores, she would be given a heavy 
coat.

ment Sunday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
and copies of the text were also sent 
at the same time to the ambassadors 
and ministers of all countries repre­ 
sented in Washington with the ex­ 
ception of Mexico. 
Think Note Friendly 
General opinion here was that the 
note was extremely conciliatory and 
couched in even more friendly terms 
than the original protest. Officials

mark time until the detailed British 
note is received. No further Ameri­ 
can communication, except in cases 
of individual ships or cargoes, will 
be sent to the British foreign of­ 
fice.

British Approve of Peaceful Tone

pute. There was general approval to­ 
day of the fact that England main­ 
tains its right to prevent needed as­ 
sistance reaching her enemies.

From the sea to the 
Lys, the fighting continues to be 
tireiy in the nature of artillery 
changes. 
H eavy W ork N ear Soisson 
The heavy fighting in the vicinity 
of Soissons continues, the Germans 
constantly sacrificing men in an ef­ 
fort to regain the ground which they 
were forced to relinquish last week. 
The fighting is increasing in volume 
but the French war office emphati­ 
cally denies the German claims 
of 
gains at this point. 
Instead it is as­ 
serted the allied lines are being ad­ 
vanced into the trenches heretofore 
held by the Germans. 
Between the Aisne and the Cham­ 
pagne region the artillery duels con­ 
tinue with the advantage with 
the 
French. 
North of Perthes another 
line of German trenches have been 
carried by assault by the French. 
Heavy snows are slowing up the 
progress in the Vosges and iii Up­ 
per Alsace and are adding to 
the 
misery of the wounded. The fight­ 
ing continues unchecked with little 
advantage to either side as vet. 
G eneral B attle Along Aisne 
The fighting along the Aisne. ana 
especially in the vicinity of Soissons
